Victim at 66th Street. 


When 4°137th Street Broadway local, 
bound uptown entered the Sixty-sixth 
Street Subway ‘station at 420 0’ *clock 
yesterday afternoon, it ‘Yan over -and 
killed a man who lay across-the tracks. 
There were no witnesses. to say whether 
the man had fallen or attempted sui- 
cide:, Motorman. Gregory Tiernan of 830 
Amsterdam Avenue, said he first saw 
the man when the train was within 
half. car length of him.’ He applied the 
brakes, but the wheels of tne: first. car 
passéd over the man, 

Mrs. . Rose :-Silvérstéin~ of 117 West 
141at Street, who entered the’ platform 
at the same time as the man who was 
kflled;. said that he ranh*past her at: the 
‘ticket gate and went to the north end 
of the platform. A moment later she 
heard a scream and when she looked 
about the man was gone. 

After the body had been taken. to the 
West Sixty-elghth. Street Police -Sta- 
tion an examination of the contents of 
his pockets indicated that he> was E. 
Campbell Taylor of 503 ‘West 140th 
Street. Mrs. Taylor later identified the 
body. She told the police*‘that her hus-

- CHICAGO, .Feb.. 23.—The Washing- 
ton's Birthday _stofm of snow and wind 
which descended om.the Middle Western 
States yesterday still held ‘them in its 
grip. to-day: Snow : continued to’ fall 


‘}and dzift in nearly all, .of the affected 


region, .and even in. those, localities 
where storm conditions abated low tem- 
peratures. made difficult the work of 
clearing the railroads and. setting” up 
the miles of’ prostrate wires. r 

Conditions in Indiana .grew worse in- 
stead of ameliorating. “Wires were down 
all over the State;.and nearly all in- 
terurban lines tied up. “Snow was-being 
driven before a.‘twenty-five-mile wind 
at St. Louis and. drifts, were growing 
deeper hourly on the. railroads.

Four detectives atatiened ‘themselves

Sir Edward Grey, Secretary of State 
for Foreigt: Affairs, outlined the atti- 
tude of the British Government and the 
nature of the communication which: thé 
British Ambassador at Washington had 
had with the Government:of the United 
States.

VILLA'S OWN STORY 


OF BENTON KILLING)" 


Says the Ranchman Attempted 
to Shoot, But Was 
Disarmed. 


CONFESSED HIS GUILT 


But Declined to Beg for Mercy— 
General Refrained from 
Killing Him, 


CHIHUAHUA, Feb. 23.—Gen. Villa’s 
story of the killing of William S8.. Ben- 
ton, told to reporters here to-day, differs 
but little from the official statement 
given out Saturday at Juarez. 

The Juarez statement declared that 
when Benton reached for his hip pocket 
Villa knocked him. down with-a blow of 
the fist. Villa said that when Benton 
made this move he.poked his own pistol 
into Benton’s stomach, and then turned 
him over to the guards. 

According to Villa, Benton, after the 
verdict of the court-martial, confessed 
his guilt and declined to ask for mercy. 
He merely requested that his property 
be turned. over to his widow. 

Villa contradicted his official report 
to the American Consul that Gustav 
Bausch, a German-American accused 
of being a spy, had been brought to 
Chihuahua. Villa said he knéw nothing 
of him. 

“Benton gained entrarice to my of+ 
fice,” said Villa, ‘‘on the pretext that 
he wanted to see me on some personal 
business connected with his ranch, Log 
Remedios, near the City of Chihuahua. 
As soon as he entered he began to ad- 
dress me in abusive language. I had 
had experience with him and knew of 
his violent temper. I know also that 
he had mixed too freely in Mexican poll- 
tics, but I did not suspect that he was 
coming into my office to murder me. 

“*He had not talked long when he 

reached for his-hip pocket. It flashed 
over me that he intended to kill me. I 
grabbed his hand and at the same time 
thrust my revolver into the pit of his 
stomach to stop him. I did not w'sh to 
appear bloodthirsty, and therefore did 
not shoot’ him myself. My guards seized 
him, took his pistol from him, and 
placed him under arrest. It was decided 
to. try him by court-martial, and ‘this 
was done in the regular manner pre- 
scribed by law, and the prisoner was 
executed cighteen hours &fter he made 
the attempt on my life. That is all 
there is to it. We would have treated 
any other offender in the same way, 
whether he. was American, Spanish, 
German, or Japanese.”’ 
* “Benton was not. only guilty of at- 
tempting murder, but of other offenses, 
for we have proof of his enmity to our 
cause and of the aid he rendered our 
enemies. However, he was executed for 
attempting to take my life. 

**T have nothing to conceal about it. I 
know the incident has aroused comment 
in the United States and Europe, and 
that is why I am making this statement. 

“A man who acted as Benton did 
would have received the same treat- 
ment in any country. I want to em- 
phasize the. fact that I did not kill 
Benton myself. , I would not have. soiled 
my hands with the detail of the exe- 
cution after the oourt had found hin 
guilty.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 23.—While the’ 
Benton affair continues to attract |. 
considerable attention, little comment 
is made either by Mexicans or Amer- 
icans despite the fact that scores of 
Americans here knew Benton person- 
ally, and he was generally well liked. 
The Government frankly admits that 
the case is absolutely out of {ts hands, 
wherefore it is unable to take any ac- 
tion whatever, Beyond: the’ desire to 
capture the guilty parties, which is 
Impossible at the present time, “ft is 
also reiterating the desire to give all 
protection’ possible to foreigners and 
foreign property. 

The reported plan of the. northern 
rebels to secede and form a new re- 
public is generally taken here as indi- 
eating that the rebels are losing confi- 
dence in their strength despite the 
raising of: the embargo off arms. 

A Government official said to-day: 

“When the embargo on arms was 
lifted, Huerta stated this would not 
affect the situation materially, be- 
yond giving the rebels moral support, 
and should the rebels determine upon 
secession, this would practically con- 
firm his judgment. Men like Villa, 
who a year ago were penniless prison- 
ers charged with various crimes, are 
perfectly willing to risk lives for loot, 


from sacking, ransom of prisoners, 
and wholesale robbery, they become 
unwilling to take chances. I consider. 
this the explanation of the rebels’ 
failure to continue the fighting south- 
ward. 

“ Huerta, on the other hand, fight- 
ing to sustain the dignity and integ- 
rity of the country, will continue to 
fight, whatever action the rebels take, 
and has not the slightest intention of 
allowing any territory to be alienated 
from the fatherland. Open secession 
would really help us, since the rebels 
-vould be forced to devote attention in 
the north to the maintenance of peace 
in the personal quarrels which would 
inevitably arise, leaving the Govern- 
ment free to pacify the south, later 
devoting its entire energy to the 
north.” 

Secession, it is said, was the pur- 
pose of the original plan of Carranza, 
dating back nearly two years, when 
he expected to rise against Madero. 
Developments here forced the leaders 
to spring the revolution before the 
final arrangements were made, al- 
though previous work assisted them 
in the first victories. Full itivestiga- 
tion was made by American secret 
agents here during the Taft Admin- 
istration, indicating the probability of 
an uprising against Madero for the 
Fall of 1913. 

The majority of foreigners here re- 
fuse to believe that’ Washington will 
take any action regardifig the Benton 
case. Many are saying: “ They have 
cried ‘ Wolf!’ so many times that I 
will have to see it before it worries 
me.”

They separated when the war was over 
and went to their own people, but ‘kept 
up a correspondence for several years. 
They lost track of each other in time, 
however, and neither knew of it when 
the other went into’a Soldiers’ Home. 
That was.some fifteen years ago. Clark 
went to the home in Kearny and De 


ma De-Forrest w 
‘ee years ago rr 

ferred from the Marshalltown ome. to 
Kearny and he moef Clark again. The 
two men had not seen each other for 
over forty years, but memories of ‘the 
_days when they had been chums were 
ee, and they became cronies in the 
ome. 

Clark began to suffer acutely with 
asthma two years ago, and De: Forrest, 
because he had been a nurse and pe- 
cause he wanted to nurse his friend, was 
Getailed to give attention to the invalid. 
Day after day the one. old. man stayed 
constantly by the side of the other, giv- 
ox what help he could. 

lark could not recover. this tim 
however. He grew worse in spite of all 
that De Forrest cowld do. His sinking 
‘was gradual, though, and De Forrest 
was often heard to say that he would 
make his friend outlive him. But yes- 
died. De Forrest 
= old, but he became visibly older in 

hig griet over the death of his friend. 

e’ll: soon follow the old fellow,” the 

Pe veterans about him said, not 
knowing how soon their words would 
come true. 

De Forrest wanted to serve Clark to 
the last, so it was -he who, upon his 
own insistence, zentaasay morning went 
out to the Morgue, which is in the yard 
behind the home, to prepare a place for 
Ciark’s body to lie. e walked un- 
steadily across the yard to the Morgue 
door. Ice had formed around it, and he 
had to tug and pull to get it open. As 
he was working at it’ ‘other’ veterans 
cafrying the body. of Clark started 
across the yard. 

They saw the door finally yield to the 
pulls, and ’‘epen slowly, and then. they 

e Forrest sink slowly to the 
ground. When they reached him he was 
dead. He had opened the door for him- 
self as well as for his friend. 

So the two oid men were laid side by 
side in the. Morgue under the same 
American flag. To-day they ‘will -be 
buried in adjoining graves.

8, 
1912. Mary had quarreled with her 
father over Apes. who was a wood 
turner, with whom she fell in love, de- 
spite the fact that he was many years 
her elder. She met Apgar in 1886, and 


between them he ordered Mary to keep 
away from Apgar to turn her mifid 
tow the .son of a neighbor whom 
he wanted her to marry. 

But the daughter refused, and, follow- 
ing one of the many quarrels, she left 
her home.

This was in 1 It cut Mary 
off with a dollar and left the remainder 
of the’ estate to his wife and the other 
five children. Mr. Connell lived. six 
years longer, and his fortune grew 
with the years. He sold his hotel to 
the pA a AY Railroad Company in 
1902 for $116,000 and’ invested the money 
in other reat estate. When he fell ill 
again in 1905 he was told by the physi- 
cian that it probably was his last ill- 

hess. He hurriedly sent for a lawyer, 
but. he died before the lawyer arrived.

ADMIRALS AND GENERALS. 

Because the establishment of the 
grade of Vice Admiral in the navy 
seems to heve the approval of the na- 
tion, it does. not necessarily follow 
that we-must have one or more offi- 
gers of the rank of. Lieutenant Gern-- 
eral in the ermy. G&SaNT, SHERMAN, 
and SHERIDAN, in turn, enjoyed the 
title of Ldeytenant General, each be- 
ing promoted in order to the bigher 
rank of Gener@l, and these grades 
were retained in the army after the 
death of Gen. Supgpan, until there 
was no longer any exeuse for them. 
We. have no battle-scasred veterans 
now to hopor with such ttles, and 
the plea that a Major General is out- 
ranked by a Vice Admiral ip not to be 
regarded very seriously,

Senator Root argues for the chief 
bill presented #y the Meyer for the 
regulation of the police that the 
poliey of permanency of tenure has 
fatied. The Mayor, so far as we 
have seen, has net accepted the view 
that hie bill ehanges the tenure of the 
police. He bas held only that i gives 
to the Commissioner grqater powers 
of dismissa} than he now possesses.

INCOME TAX RUSH 


Most of the Rotor Have Been 
Held: Back by Changes in 
the Regulations. 








NO MORE ALTERATIONS NOW 
Many Who Pay No Tax Must Turn 
\ In Reports of Income by 
March 1, 








Collectors of internal revenue in this 
city, as well as elsewhere,eexpect to be 
swamped during the next few days with 
returns under the income tax law, which 
must be made on or before March 1. 

Most individuals have postponed filing 
their returns until near the end of the 
time allowed because of the uncertain- 
ties of the law and the vagaries of the 
Treasury Department in interpreting it. 
No sooner had students of the law 
made up their minds that they under- 
stood its requirements than out came 
a@ new regulation which upset all tneir 
calculations. In several cases these reg- 
wlations in terms reversed their pre- 
decessora, 

Even’ while the complete set of regu- 
lations in book form was in press, one 
of these reversals took place, with the 
result that the rule in force is exactly 


the opposite of that included on the 
subject in the published compilation. 
This had to do with the requirement 
that persons liable only to the normal 
tax should include in their statements 
of income the amounts received as divi- 
dends on stocks, although such Oe 
dends are not liable to the normal tax 
The Treasury Department final saw 
the likht, and el Regulation 1,945 de- 
clared that no such requiremént should 
he mad though S is called for by the 
form af. flank oe ded. for the income 
tax returns. Last Saturday, however, 
came the reassuring statement from 
the Treasury Department that no fur-

If he is married he is exempt on $3,- 
383.38 of his income, but the obliga- 
tion to make’ a return.is not affected 
by the fact that a person ig entitled to 
the larger exemptions, so that returns 
must be e by thousands of persons 
who will have no taxes pay; The 
ruling was: as. follows: 

Since the return of annual net income 
for the year 1013 as applied to individuais 
is for but five-sixths of the caléndar year, 

as the law. requires that. returns shall 
be 8-5, on the basis of five-sixths of the 
year, it is held that individuals whose net 
inceme is $2,500 or more for the ten months 
constituting the taxable period of 1918 shall 
make returns of annual net intome.in ac- 
cordance with the general provisions of the 
law covering the 1918 taxable period.
